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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached 
forms PTO-892 and 1449. As shown by the Schneider patent (DE 4004908 A1), it is 
known to create superconductor composites that attach superconducting layers to metal 
substrates using layers that can act as adhesives. However, none of the prior art of 
record provides sufficient suggestion or motivation to attach a superconducting layer to 
a metal substrate using the specific structure required by the instant claims wherein an 
adhesive is used to attach a superconductor directly to the metal support and the 
adhesive is also present in through-holes which are drilled into the superconducting 
layer prior to attachment to the metal support thus creating an overall composite which 
is resistant to cracking and delamination between the metal and superconducting 
layers. Examiner construes the adhesive layer of the instant claims as being located 
between the superconducting and metal support layers i.e. the layers are stacked on 
top of each other. The Schneider patent, by comparison, only teaches adhesive 
material being located adjacent to the metal support and superconducting layer.
